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BEGINS FIGHT IN NEW YORK 
AGAINST PRODUCE ’CHANGES 


State Market Commissioner An- 
mounces Plans to ae, — 
Cost of Food. : 


New York, Dec. 2.—A declaration of 
war on the butter-and egg and mercan- 
tile exchanges was made today by 
John J. Dillon, state commissioner of 
foods and markets, in his efforts to 
cut the high cost of food. 

Mr. Dillon said he would try ie close 
these exchanges by obtaining legislation 
opening them to the public, annulling 
their charters or by establishing term- 
inal markets to put them out of busi- 
ness. These methods would be tried suc- 
cessively, the commissioner said. 

Mr. Dillon also announced that he will 
fight the system under which dealers 
give premiums to obtain food products 
from producers. He added that he 
would ship several carloads of eggs 
each week direct from producers to re- 
tail dealers, eliminating the middle men. 
Mr. Dillon is selling cold storage eggs 
at 35 cents a dozen, he said. The price 
of cold storage eggs was cut by re- 
tailers today to 39 cents a dozen, a 
reduction of 2 to 3 cents.

Fi rst Chief ‘Appears Before 


to Amend Constitution. 


Queretaro, Dec. 1, via Mexico City, 
Dec. 2.—In his address before the consti- 
tutional congress tonight Gen. Carranza 


embodied im the constitution. 

J corme to deliver into your hande re- 
forms neceasary for this country,” he 
said. I promise to conserve the liberal 
spirit of the old constitution so that the 
new reforms merely will eliminate the 
deadwood, throw light on obscure arti+ 
cles, and strike out articles put in by 
former governments for personal advan- 


“What te desired first of all is to es- 
tablish the rights of the people to indi- 
vidual liberty. Human liberty must be 
guaranteed to prevent the government 
from taking advantage of the excuse of 
maintaining peace in order to commit | 
crimes. The old constitution was not 
strong enough to do this, as the liberty 
of the individual was at the mercy eof 
executives. I hope the new constitution 
will provide severe penalties for wrong- 
doing on the part of public officials and 
make them responsible for their acta. 


Puts Judges Above Governors. 

Judges. heretofore only the tools of 
governors, should have the power to in- 
vestigate and punish wrongdoing of gov- 
ernors. Guarantees for prisoners ac- 
cused of crimes heretofore have been 
worthless. Prisoners have been at the 


I mercy of judges and third degree meth- 


ods. They should be allowed bonds, and 
a limit should be fixed to the time trials 
may be delayed. Good lawyers should 
be provided for the indigent, and no 
arrests should be made without evidence 
sufficient to justify them. 

The old constitution provided for the 
right of the government to occupy prop- 
erty for public benefit, without thé con- 
gent of the owners, by paying an in- 
demnity for the same. This is sufficient 
to allow the government to take 
estates and distribute them among 
owners, so that the only reform neces- 
gary in that part of the old law is to 
provide that condemnation may be only 
by executive authority and that judges 
may deal only with indemnity. 

Urges Reforms to Aid Labor. 

“One object of the new reforms is to 
assist labor, and we should set mini- 
mum wages and maximum hours. 

„ advocate a divorce law which will 
place the family on the basis of love, not 
pecuriiary interests. The nationality of 
children born in Mexico to foreigners 
should be clearly defined. 

“You must consider whether the vote 
should be given to all or limited by edu- 
cational or property qualifications. I 


it should be taken from those making 
wrong use of it or those who look with 
indifference on the affairs of the re- 
public. 

se Public instruction must receive 41. 
tention because knowledge ensures 


On the organisation of the executive 
power will depend that the legislative 
branch shall not become an instrument 
of the executive. Free discussion with- 
out following instructions of the execu- 
tive or of governors must be assured the 
legislators, but they must not be given 
sufficient power to curb the executive in 
proper execution of his rights. 

“A parliamentary régime in the which 
the executive is a figurehead and the 
cabinet is selected by congress is not 
good for Latin-American nations. Direct 
election of the president will give 
strength to the government and the na- 
tion and the president will not be at the 
mercy of the legislative power. The best 
argument against a parliamentary 
régime is the object lesson furnished by 
the United States.”

In the main the growing of drug 
plants is done by housewives. The 
woman of the house will have a small 
patch in her garden in which she will 
grow belladonna, digitalis, hydrastis, or 
some other drugs. She tends the piants, 
, gathers them, and sells them for pin 
money. Since the war began the women 
of the warring countries have been too 
busy with other duties to keep up their 
little plant patehes. ae 

The United States governinent is en- 
dea voring to persuade the women of 
this country to take up the growing of 
drug plants.

I have a photograph of the chiefs. 
Their faces are Mongolian in cast. and 
several of the men looked much like 


Japanese. All show great strength of | 
character, and I doubt if a stronger 


and better looking body of rulers could 
be found anywhere. 

They are of Aitiadascen stock, and 
they form a part of that great family of 
Indians which is seattered throughout 
northern Canada, extending on into cen- 
tral Alaska. They are about the same 
as the Navajos, ahd some other Indians 
of our southwestern states, 

The Indians of Alaska are rapidly de- 
creasing in number. They are much 
fewer than when we took possession of 
the territory; and in 1910, according to 
the census, they numbered less than 
312,000. At that time there were about 
25,000 natives, and of these 60 per cent 
were Eskimos. That 25,000 was scat- 


tered over a territory one-sixth as large |. 


as the whole United States and three 
times the size of either Germany or 
France. 

The Eskimos inhabit the region along 
the coast of the Arctic ocean and Bering 
sea, taking in the deltas of the Yukon, 
the Kuskokwim, and other rivers, and 
extending down into the Alaskan penin- 
sula. The Indians are found here and 
there on the mainiand, and especially 
im the great plateau of the Yukon. 


‘There are some in the Aleutian islands through f 


and about Prince William sound, and 
there are a great many along the coast 
and on the islands of southeastern 
Alaska. 


Half Dozen Different Stocks. 
The Alaska Indians are of a half dozen 
different stocks. The Athabascans num- 
ber just about 4,000. They are divided 
into twelve tribes, and may be seen 

along the Yukon and Tanana rivers. 
The Aleuts are closely allied to the 


Eskimos. They number perhaps 1,500. 


They live in the long island chain which 
extends from southwestern Alaska al- 
most to Asia. They are fishers and 
hunters. They have some artistic abil- 
ity, and the finely woven baskets which 
ae ee AA Oty Made by thes 
women. 

The Thiingit is an Indian family that 
is found scattered through southeastern 
Alaska.
